Harold  Cullen,  vice  president 
of  council,  stated  that  with 
additional  traffic  which  will 
come  with  construction  of  the 
high  school  just  outside  the  bor- 
ough line,  some  regulations 
must  be  planned  to  protect 
Vain  street  merchants,  their 
justomers  and  residents  of  the 
borough.

Miss  Ann  Sommers,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, gave  a vivid  picture  of 
South  America  to  members  of 
Saxonburg  District  Woman's 
Club,  this  week,  with  colorful 
slides  and  interesting  tales  of 
that  country.
